The Convention, on a motion by Representative Drew, duly 
seconded, voted to close the nominations. 


The Convention, by secret ballot, voted to elect Representa- 
tive Barker Chairman by a vote of 13 votes for Barker, 12 
votes for Raymond. 


The Convention, in two successive uncontested elections, 
nominated and elected Representative Robert L. Mallat, Jr., 
Vice-Chairman of the Convention, and Representative Michael 
J. Saunders Clerk of the Convention. 


The Convention, in another uncontested election, nominat- 
ed and elected the followimg members to serve on the execu- 
tive committee of the Convention: C. R. Trowbridge, Janet 
W. Dunham, James F. Allen, Elmer L. Johnson, Homer J. 
Forcier, Sumner W. Raymond and Cleon E. Heald. 


The Executive Committee of the County Convention then 
held a meeting wherein Representative C. R. Trowbridge was 
elected Chairman over Representative Janet W. Dunham by a 
vote of 6 votes for Trowbridge to 4 votes for Dunham on a 
secret ballot. 
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The Keene Delegation of the County Convention then held 
a meeting wherein Representative Sumner W. Raymond was 
elected Chairman, and Representative Michael J. Saunders was. 
elected Clerk in two uncontested elections.

The committee, on a motion by Representative Mallat, duly 
seconded, voted to decrease the amount to be recommended for 
Sheriff Department’s budget from $29,508 to $28,673, broken 
down -in the following manner; 152.1—-Criminal Investigation 
Expense from $500 to $100, 157—Auto Expense (gas, oil, 
grease, repairs) from $1,700 to $1,500 and 159—New Equipment 
from $3,735 to $3,500. 


The committee then tentatively approved the remainder 

of the proposed budget, and upon considering the Public Wel- 
fare budget, voted to express the desire that this budget should 
reflect the committee’s desire to care for the needy in the 
County. This was done on a motion by Representative Allen, 
duly seconded. 


The committee, on a motion by Representative Saunders, 
duly seconded, voted to approve the order of the Commission- 
ers to borrow up to $250,000 for the year 1971, as provided by 
RSA 29:8 (supp). 


The committee then adjourned.

$7,000 for category 221 — Salaries, instead of the sum of $6,600, 
as requested by the Commissioners. 


The committee, on a motion by Representative Churchill, 
duly seconded, voted to authorize the Commissioners to place 
an order for new equipment for the farm in an amount not to 
exceed $2,500. 


The reason given for such authorization, prior to approval 
by the County Convention, was so that the order for said equip- 
ment could be placed now, and an anticipated rise in the price 
of the equipment could be avoided, thus saving the county some 
money.

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The convention, on a motion by Representative Raymond, 
duly seconded, voted to increase to $67,000 the amount for 
Board and Care of Children under the PUBLIC WELFARE 
budget. The commissioners had requested $60,000. 


‘The convention, on a motion by Representative Barker, 

duly seconded, voted 14-9 to increase to $18,000 the amount 
- for Direct Aid under the PUBLIC WELFARE budget. The 
commissioners had requested $14,000. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Heald, 
duly seconded, voted to lay on the table a motion by Repre- 
sentative Barker that the amount for salaries under the 
PUBLIC WELFARE budget be increased to $7,000 from the 
‘commissioners’ request of $6,600, provided that no assistant to 
the welfare worker be hired except in the case of a dire emer- 
gency. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Heald, 
duly seconded, voted to appropriate the sum of $20,000 for the 
New Hope Center in Keene, provided that the center’s books 
be opened to an audit by the county, and further provided that 
the center have a certified public accountant handle their 
books. 


A motion, duly seconded, by Representative Elmer Johnson 
to amend the amount for the New Hope Center to $10,000 lost. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Elmer 
Johnson, duly seconded, voted to tentatively approve a sum of 
$63,987 for the FARM. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Barker, 
duly seconded, voted to adjourn the meeting to a date during 
the forthcoming special session of the Legislature which is 
scheduled to start March 25, 1970. The time and place for the 
adjourned meeting of the convention is to be announced some- 
time in the near future. :

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 

In keeping with the Statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
year 1970. 


To provide for the continuing programs sponsored by the 
City of Keene at the Old Armory, the Commissioners entered 
into an agreement with the City under which a depot for the 
distribution of surplus foods was re-located on Island Street. 
Under this arrangement the City assumed the rental cost of the 
new facilities. 


The firm of Environmental Engineers, Inc., was engaged 
to survey and study a sewage disposal problem at the institu- 
tion in Westmoreland. Their report has been submitted and 
approved by the State Water Pollution Commission. It is ex- 
pected that the final design of a treatment plant will be com- 
pleted early in 1971 and bids will be requested for the installa- 
tion. 


During the year the County had grants approved by the 
State Crime Commission for the purchase of radios for the 
Sheriff’s Department, a time recorder for the Mutual Aid Cen- 
ter, and new transmission facilities.

Gentlemen : 


As Superintendent and Matron of Cheshire County Home 
& Hospital, we herein submit our report of 1970. 


This was a year of retirement for several of our older 
employees. Larry Perry, head chef, retired after twelve years 
of employment; Elsie Cross, head nurse, after fourteen years; 
Walter Northrup, after eleven years. Harold Pierce retired as 
our superior after thirty-five years of service to Cheshire Coun- 
ty. Sheldon. Barker, Jr., resigned as Commissioner and David 
Barrett was appointed to succeed him. 


The other half of the cow barn remodeling was finished this 
year with new comfort stalls and a gutter cleaner installed, 
by our staff. 


The garden did very well again this year and we were 
able to process most all our vegetables for the winter. As of 
July, we stopped slaughtering our animals because of the new 
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federal meat inspection law. We have tried buying as well as 
having our animals custom slaughtered and it appears now 
that the custom slaughtering may be a little less expensive. 


The Jail and House of Correction census has increased 
considerable. Two guards were forced to retire because of ill 
health, so with training new staff as well as taking prisoners 
with more serious offenses than were usually sentenced to 
Houses of Correction, there were many uneasy moments. But 
with the complete cooperation of the Commissioners, Sheriff’s 
Dept. and our County Attorney, most of the problems seem to 
be lessened with the turn of the new year. 


The Nursing Home has run at full capacity. The ceramic 
classes are still going very. well. We would like very much 
to have more rehabilitation activities for the patients. Having 
women prisoners now makes it more of a problem keeping 
everything going smoothly. A dining and recreational area 
added to the institution would help comply to regulations, as 
well as make it easier to try to get activities for the patients 
for all around good care. 


Rev. Sheldon Smith joined our staff in July as Protestant 
Chaplain. Rev. Batiansila filled in until then with very faith- 
ful services for the patients. Mr. Smith has been very well ac- 
cepted by the patients, with his weekly visitation and _bi- 
weekly services, they have got to know and accept him as a 
member of our Nursing Home family. Father Hewitt was trans- 
ferred and Father Ritcher has taken his place as Catholic 
Chaplain. 


We have really enjoyed working with our new staff doe- 
tors, Dr. Tatem and Dr. Sanctuary. Dr. O’Connor has had 
a very busv year. Medical service to our Jail and House of 
Correction has increased considerable. 


We wish to thank all staff members for their patience and 
cooperation through this past year. Your institution is only 
as good as your staff. We also wish to thank all the other county 
officers and employees for their cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY ATTORNEY ~ 








1970 


The number of criminal cases handled by the Office of 
the County Attorney has continued to increase and a backlog 
of cases remaining to be tried in the Superior Court is begin- 
ning to increase. Ideally, a person charged with a major offense 
should be brought to trial within 3 or 4 months following 
arrest. However, the Criminal Docket is crowded with Appeals 
on minor cases previously decided in the District or Municipal 
Courts and an increasing number of these defendants are re- 
questing and demanding Jury Trials. Some method must short- 
ly be worked out to eliminate the congestion in the Court 
and at the same time protect the rights and privileges of crim- 
inal defendants. I mention this problem not to eriticize un- 
justly but more for the purpose of informing the people within 
Cheshire County about a problem which does exist and also so 
that they will be able. to more readily understand and apprec- 
late recommendations and suggestions made by various Court 
Officials and Law Enforcement Agencies. 


- Action in other problem areas should be approached and 
solved on the County level. I refer specifically to facilities for 
rehabilitation and training of persons sentenced to the House 
_of Correction and inmates detained at the Cheshire County Jail. 
The majority of those persons committed to that institution 
have a grudge against society as a whole and this attitude leads 
to the commission of criminal acts. Unless some positive ap- 
proach is initiated to bring about a change in their thinking 
and approach to their life in society, these persons will con- 
tinue to commit anti-social acts requiring further detention and 
punishment. In Cheshire County even to begin to approach 
these people is impossible because of the physical condition of 
the buildings in which they are confined. Further, to imple- 
ment modern programs such as, Work Release Programs, In- 
dividual and Family Counciling, or Job Training all require 
substantial funds. When suggestions are presented for improve- 
ment in these areas it might be well to think of the actual econ- 
omie effect upon the community as a result of various crimes 
committed by persons now committed to the House of Cor- 
rection and Jail. Not only is there loss to individual property 
owners but there is the cost of their apprehension, appear- 
ances before Courts, payment of their legal fees and expenses, 
and costs of their actual confinement together with additional 
costs in most cases of the requirement to support their fam- 
ilies while they are in prison. 
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Why should the Office of the County Attorney be con- 
cerned with the effective operation of the Court System or 
the rehabilitation of individuals who have demonstrated that 
they do not care for the rights of others and a free society. 
From a strictly practical view point, unless the congestion in 
the Court System is alleviated rights of all citizens will be af- 
fected, there would be less and less time for the adjudication of 
civil rights and responsibility by the Court and the citizen 
would lose an extremely important arm of the government to 
protect those rights that he has guaranteed to him under the 
State and Federal Constitution. Further, the County Attorney 
must make recommendations to the Court as to action to be 
taken with respect to individuals convicted of crimes. To simply 
recommend that these people be incarcerated is not necessarily 
the best recommendation keeping in mind the impact of such 
a recommendation upon the individual, his family and society 
as a whole. If incarceration is recommended, ideally, there 
should be the hope that the individual would benefit thereby 
and the community would be benefiting also. 


Decisions by the United States Supreme Court over the 
past several years have had a great impact upon law enforce- 
ment. Generally these decisions were motivated by the desire 
to protect the rights of individual defendants and the initial 
result was to create a system of criminal procedure that was 
very rigid and unwieldly. However, recent refinements in 
these decisions by the Supreme Court have gone a long way to 
redress the problems created by the prior decisions. In the 
main, most Police Officers and Law Enforcement Officials 
have adjusted to the requirements imposed by these decisions. 
On the whole, Law Enforcement Officials have become more 
aware of the rights of individual citizens and every effort is 
taken to protect these rights. It has appeared to me that the 
majority of Law Enforcement Personnel within the County 
have undertaken their roles with a desire to improve their un- 
derstanding of the law and their own capabilities as Law En- 
forcement Personnel. As a result, I can say that these people 
have kept pace with the demands made upon them and they 
perform a creditable job within their various communities.

FIRE MUTUAL AID. 


County and Town Police Communications 
To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, Members of the 
County Delegation, and the Voters of Cheshire County. 


It is with considerable pleasure that I submit my Annual 
Report. 


Our Fire Mutual Aid Organization suffered a great loss 
with the passing of Donald Holbrook. Chief Holbrook was the 
founder and donor of the Meadowood County Area Fire De- 
partment, Our Fire Training Drill Yard, Fire Protection Re- 
search International, and most important the “Meadowood 
Coneept of Area Fire Department”. Quote Chief John O’Hagan, 
New York City Fire Department “The passing of Don Hol- 
brook will exact a penalty on the Fire Service throughout the 
World. He has left a legacy to the Fire Service which will 
bear fruit for many Years to Come’. 


To improve coverage, reduce maintenance costs and pro- 
vide greater reliability of our Fire Communications a new 
Solid-State Hi-Band FM Base Station was installed at Hyland 
Hill late in the fall. The old Base Station (1957) was continued, 
on the air, as an emergency stand by, both are controlled from 
the Communications Center. Switches were installed to allow 
the Dispatchers to activate either Base and interswitching was 
installed so that either of the Control Units would activate 
either Base in the event of failure of either Base or Control 
Unit. Funds for this purpose were taken from the Capital Re- 
serve fund earmarked for Radio Replacement. 


Maintenance on our two Tape Recorders after ten Years 
of use became excessive, in addition the cost of the tapes, 
(80 minute non-reusable) increased 150%. Application was 
made to the Governor’s Commission on Crime & Delinquency 
for Federal Funding for replacement of the Recorders, (60%) 
and the County Executive Committee provided 40%. Two new 
Soundscriber 24 Hour continuous Recorders were installed. All 
Telephone calls and Radio Transmissions, Fire and Police are 
recorded. The tapes are reusable and I anticipate our supply 
will last 6-8 years. 


The Governor’s Commission on Crime & Delinquency re- 
tained the Mitre Corp. to survey the needs of the Police Com- 
munications on a State-Wide Basis. As a result of this Study 
a State-Wide Police Communications network was proposed. 
As a member of the Commission’s Radio Committee I have kept 
in close contact with the progress of the program resulting in 
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plans for a new, much improved County Police Radio System 
compatible with the State Plan. Federal Funding (60%) has 
been approved for the purchase of a new Solid-State County 
Base Station. This Station will be two-Frequency, one for 
County operation and one for Communications to N.H. State 
Police Dispatcher. Control units will be installed at the Com- 
munications Center and the Sheriff’s Office. Funding was also 
approved for Sheriff’s Cars. Applications for funding for all 
of the Towns in the County have been submitted to the Com- 
mission for approval. 


The new Radio System will be a great improvement over 
the present one in use as the interference problem which has 
plagued us over the years will be eliminated. The new radios 
will be four frequency instead of the present single channel 
and will include the County Channel, a common State wide car 
to car, Communications to N.H. State Police Dispatchers and 
a monitor on Fire. The present system will be phased out as 
soon as all Towns in the County are equipped with the new 
Mobile Units. 


A total of 1,354 Fire calls were received at the Communica- 
tions Center in 1970, a slight increase over the previous year. 
Of these calls 316 Fires received Mutual Aid Assistance from 
Neighboring Towns and involved moving 844 pieces of Fire 
Apparatus. 72 of these calls — the apparatus of Neighboring 
Towns — was moved to the scene simultaneously with the Local 
Department because of pre-fire planning and/or the geogra- 
- phical location of the fire in relation to the distance from the 
nearest Station. 


A gradual increase in the number of subscribes to the Gran- 
ite State Alarm System, an alarm and Supervisory Service for 
protection against Fire and Burglary, supervision of Sprinkl- 
ers, valves, boilers, etc., was noted during 1970 and the outlook 
for greater expansion is very optimistic. 


A personal expression of gratitude is extended to the Com- 
missioners, our dedicated Dispatchers, Fire, Police and Sher- 
iff’s Departments and all others who contributed to the success 
of our operation in 1970.
